The hear vicinity of Colville and Similkameen 
have letl to the discovery of Rock Creek, where 
rich claims were worked. These mines, for the 
present; have been abandoned to the Chinese | 
and a few white men, for the richer Salmon River 
and Caribod diggings; Between Cariboo and 
Rock Creek only Thompson River and Okanagan 
have been slightly prospected ; but nobody has 
yet penetrated to the chain of mountains: which 
is supposed to be the continuation of Cariboo.
